KASLQ  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  NO.  31. 


By-tnw  to  inaugurate  certain  beneficial  ivories  for  the 
protection  of  the  City  of  Kaslo  anil  the  lives  and 
properties  of  the  citizens  of  the  said  City  from  the 
ravages  of  the  Kaslo  Hirer,  ivhieh  flows  through 
said  City. 

■^TTHEREAS,  at  a meeting  of  citizens  held  in  the 
VV  school-house  in  February,  1895,  to  consider 
the  cpiestion  of  the  safety  of  the  City,  and  to  deter- 
mine the  best  method  of  temporarily  protecting  the 
City  against  the  repetition  of  the  lamentable  destruc- 
tion which  was  by  said  river  caused  in  the  year  1894, 
whereat  it  was  resolved  that  certain  temporary  works 
should  be  commenced,  and  a committee  was  nominated 
to  wait  upon  the  City  Council,  to  investigate  and 
report  at  the  next  meeting  : 

And  whereas,  at  such  adjourned  meeting  the  said 
committee  reported  in  favour  of  such  work  being 
undertaken  at  once,  and  that  the  Municipal  Council 
had  agreed  to  co-operate  with  and  aid  the  citizens  in 
putting  up  such  works  as  were  necessary  forthwith  to 
preserve  the  City  and  confine  the  river  to  one  instead 
of  many  channels  ; the  committee  further  repsorted 
that  many  citizens  had  volunteered  labour  to  aid  the 
work,  which  if  left  undone  would  be  a menace  to  the 
safety  of  the  whole  City,  as  it  was  well  known  that 
large  quantities  of  snow  were  lying  in  the  basins  of 
the  hills  and  hot  weather  was  likely  to  come  on  at  any 
time  and  so  cause  the  City  to  be  in  imminent  danger 
from  the  effects  of  its  devastating  floods,  and  imperil 
life,  limb  and  property  ; 

And  whereas  it  was  decided  to  petition  the  Municipal 
Council  to  immediately  undertake  such  protection 
works,  immediate  action  being  the  only  safeguard  as 
the  waters  were  rising  ; 

And  whereas  the  Municipal  Council  did  at  once 
undertake  and  execute  the  temporary  pjrotection  work 
and  the  w'aters  of  the  whole  river  were  confined  to  one 
channel,  whereby  the  safety  of  the  said  City  was,  at 
much  labour  and  expense,  insured  for  the  present 
season  of  1895  : 

And  whereas  the  experience  gained  proved  the 
utility  of  the  action  taken,  and  clearly  indicated  the 
proper  course  to  jmrsue  in  future  in  order  to  per- 
manently assure  the  safety  of  the  City  ; 

And  whereas  the  whole  of  the  citizens  will  be  bene- 
fited by  the  river  being  confined  to  its  present  single 
channel,  and  it  would  be  more  equitable  to  execute  the 
proposed  permanent  works  out  of  the  public  funds 
rather  than  assess  the  individual  owners  of  lots  imme- 
diately contiguous  to  the  river  ; 


’riuircforo  be  it  enaeietl  by  the  Municipal  ('ouncil  of 
the  ( 'orporation  of  the  (5ty  of  Kaslo  as  follows  : 

1.  Tliat  permanent  piolection  works  shall  be  elected 
on  the  noi-th  side  ol  Kaslo  Biver  whore  necessary 
within  tho  limits  of  the  said  Lily  of  Kaslo. 

2.  That  tho  cost  thereof  shall  be  charged  to  tho 
general  funds  of  the  [luldic  works  account. 

3.  'I'hat  the  lands,  viz.,  portions  of  lUocks  25,  20, 
27,  30,  33,  31,  35  and  3li  of  Kaslo  City,  more  particu- 
larly shown  on  a maj)  deposited  in  tlie  Lands  Kegistry 
Office,  and  therein  numliered  No.  393,  also  Blocks  20, 
22,  23,  24,  2(i  and  32,  Kaslo  City,  more  p.articularly 
shown  on  a map  depositeil  in  tlio  Lands  Registry 
Office,  and  therein  numbered  393a,  which  may  be 
required  for  the  erection  of  said  permanent  protections, 
shall  be  expropriated  and  be  purchased  from  their 
respective  owners  at  such  price  or  prices  as  may,  in  the 
nature  of  the  proposed  works,  and  the  benefit  they  will 
confer  upon  the  adjacent  owners,  appear  and  be 
equitable,  fair  and  reasonable. 

4.  In  tlic  event  of  tho  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  K.a.^lo  being  unable  to  come  to 
terms  us  to  the  value  for  the  lands  thus  exprojiriated 
for  the  improvement  and  protection  works  aforesaid, 
the  question  of  value  shall  be  referred  to  arbitration, 
as  provided  by  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892,”  and  amend- 
ments, and  the  “Arbitration  Act,  1893.” 

And  be  it  further  enacted  that  the  City  Engineer 
for  the  time  being  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  upon  the  lands  required  for  the  purpo.se  aforesaid, 
and  to  lay  out  tho  same  according  to  this  by-law. 

Passed  the  Municipal  Council  September  10th,  1895. 

Reconsidered,  finally  passed  and  adopted  September 
16  th,  1895.

MAPLE  RIDGE  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  NO.  125. 


WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  cer- 
tain changes  be  made  in  the  “Bounty  Amend- 
ment By-Law,  1894;” 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
Maple  Ridge: — 

1st.  That  the  “Bounty  Amendment  By-Law  of 
1894,”  be  and  is  hereby  cancelled. 

2nd.  That  a bounty  of  fifty  (50c.)  cents  per  dozen  be 
awarded  to  any  person  presenting  the  heads  of  blue 
jays,  crows,  and  muskrats,  killed  in  the  Municipality, 
to  the  Reeve. 

3rd.  That  bounties  shall  be  paid  on  evidence  being 
given  that  the  birds  or  rats  were  killed  within  the 
limits  of  the  Municipality. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Bounty  Amend- 
ment By-Law'  of  1895.”
